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Cmei a Cessation of War New* and 
Coming Jut at This Time, Cre¬ 
ates Great Anxiety In England—

Country. 

London, Nov. 29.—A fresh interrup¬ 
tion In the East African cable service 
at this interesting moment has caused 
’ a sensation of war news. As yet the 
war office has not received Lord Me¬ 
thuen’s detailed list of casualties, nor 
, Is any information at hand regarding 
4 the whereabouts of the Ninth Lancers, 
who were sent in pursuit of the Boers 
from Gras Fan. 

The Dally Mall says that a private 
telegram announces the Lancers are 
still scouting ahead of Methuen’s ad¬ 
vancing column, but as he announced 
‘ yesterday that he was giving his men 
a day’s rest, this is hardly posslvle. 
Indeed the greatest anxiety is felt and 
more especially In view of the fact 
that a Berlin Journal, the Deutsche- 
warte, which regularly prints Boer 
communications, announced yesterday 
before It could have been ascertained 
from British sources, that the naval 
brigade lost 100 men at Gras Pan, and 
that the Ninth Lancers were captured. 

It la understood the government yes¬ 
terday decided to proceed immediniely 
with the mobilization and embarkation 
of a Sixth division of 10,000 men, un¬ 
der a well-known lieutenant general, 
w O- 

/ Estcourt, Nov. 20. — The railroad 
’ bridge at Frere, spanning a wide 
stream, has been destroyed by the 
Boers, who are reported to be retiring 
rapidly. A general advance upon Col- 
enso has been ordered, and a flying 
column left here to Intercept the Boer 
raiding parties. A reliable messenger 
from Ladysmith says he got word 
from the Boers that they had proposed 
a combined attack nil over the country 
for to-day. Gen. Joubert is expected 
to stoutly dispute the passage of the 
l’ugela river.

■ of sailors and soldiers. The executive 
committee of the American ladles’ hos¬ 
pital fund hns received an anonymous 
"yift of £5,000 from the United States, 
with a promise of as much more If it 
should be needed.

REBELS’ MAD HASTE’ 

CAU9E9 THEM TO LEAVE AMER¬ 
ICAN FRI90NER9 BEHIND. 

Mangtlaren Occupied by American 
Troops nnd the Filipinos Flee In 
Wild Disorder to the Moontnlno— 
Col. Bell Is on Their Trail-Gen. 
YounK 91111 In Pursuit of Affnl- 
nnldo—Spnnlsh Prisoners Arrive 
In Manila—D«g»P»» Contes In— 
Rebellion Rapidly Dlalntegrat- 
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Manila, Nov. 29. - The insurgents ) 
have evacuated Mangalaren, province 
of Pangasinan, leaving seven Ameri¬ 
can and ninety-four Spanish prisoners 
who escaped In the confusion of the 
Fllipiuo retreat. The report says that 
two Americans who were unable to 
escape, nre with the insurgents. 

Col. Bell, of the Thirty-fourth volun¬ 
teers, arrived at Mangalaren Inst even¬ 
ing after a hard march and after ford¬ 
ing the Agno. He found that Fowler’s 
company, of the Thirty-third, had oc¬ 
cupied the town for two days. The in¬ 
surgents, Gen. Alejaudrin command¬ 
ing. retreated to the mountains be¬ 
hind the town, short of food and am¬ 
munition. Besides this his men were 
deserting and six cannon which the in¬ 
surgents were dragging, impeded their 
march. Col. Bell proposed to follow 
the Filipinos until he can bring about 
a decisive fight or they are scattered. 
Mangalaren was strongly fortified 
with rifle pits commanding the roads, 
but the insurgents abandoned the 
place without firing a shot. 

Three hundred Spanish prisoners 
who escaped from the captors before 
the American advance, including civil 
officers of rank, who had been in the 
hands of the Filipinos for more than a 
vear. and many officers, have arrived 
at Manila during the past week. Frau- 
cisco Reyes brought 100 of them from 
Geu. Wheaton. They were a motley 
appareled and bearded company. Some 
were 111 nnd liad to be carried from 
Tayug to San Fablnn In army wagons. 
A delegation of these former prisoners 
have visited Gen. Otis in order to 
thank him for his hospitality, which 
Included the furnishing of food aud 
clothes. Scnor Jamarillo, the Spanish 
commissioner, Is making arrangements 
to send them to Spain on board of 
Spanish transports. 

Agninaldo has collected more than 
1,000 of his troops at the north. Prob¬ 
ably they will mostly desert him. A 
number of small detachments of In¬ 
surgent troops throughout the country 
north of Manila have been captured 
ind the inhabitants manifest gratitude 
for deliverance. Indications nre Unit 
the Insurgent force south of Manila is 
dlsintgrating and that the iroops are 
going to their homes. Reports from 
the Southern islands are favorable. 

Hrndrad for Bananrd. 

AVashington, Nov. 29.—Geu. Otis re¬ 
ports the situation In the Philippines 
In the following dispatch to the war 
depart irent: 

•Steamer from San Fabian yesterday 
brought 115 Spanish prisoners, $75,000 
insurgent government money nnd oth¬ 
er property captured by Lawton’s 
troops nenr Tayug on the 25th. AVhen- 
ton’s troops, Fowler's company. Thlr 
ty-thlrd. drove enemy westward from 
Mangalaren. a few miles southwest of 
Dagupan. Bell, with Thirty-sixth in¬ 
fantry in pursuit, and will march down 
Western Luzon const. Indications nre 
two or three bodies of insurgent troops, 
numbering probably 500 or more men 
each, in mountains west of railroad, 
can be readily handled by MacArthur; 
they have the bulk of the Insurgent ar¬ 
tillery. all of which will be captured 
unless burled. Young still In pursuit 
of Agninaldo, who is heading for Ban- 
gued, few miles cast of Vtgan. Young’s 
reception by inhabitants enthusiastic, 
they give all aid possible. ^ w 

Das*P*n Comes In. 

Manila, Nov. 20.—The business men 
of Dagupan aud many foreigners have 
sent word to Gen. AA’hcaton that the 
Insurgents had evacuated and request¬ 
ed that he garrison the place. Capt. 
Howland took a battalion of the Thir¬ 
teenth regiment nnd proceeded to Dag¬ 
upan. He found 2.500 people in a town 
whose nominal iiopulution is 50,000, 
the remainder having fled to the 
swamps. Capt. Howland reinstalled 
In office the local authorities of Aguln- 
aldo’s government, ail of whom took 
the oath of allcglaus. The Third cav¬ 
alry had one man killed and three 
wounded In the fight at Santo Tomas. 

DEWEY CONSULTED. 

Regarding: a Naval Station Near 
Maalla. 

Washington. Nov. 29.—Admiral Dew¬ 
ey called at the navy department yes¬ 
terday In response to a request from 
Secretary Long to discuss the question 
of establishing n naval station at Cav¬ 
ite.or other point nenr Manila. Such 
a station Is now In operation at Cav¬ 
ite, but It Is foreseen tlint the require¬ 
ments of the navy may be greater thnn 
those which are temporarily attended 
to at Cavite. The ndmlrnl brought 
with him portions of his report to be 
incorporated In the full report of the 
Philippine commission. This discusses 
the establishment of a permanent na¬ 
val station for the Philippines, and 
recommends Sublg bay, about sixty 
miles from Manila, ns preferable to 
Cavite, as tlicre Is a fine harbor of a 
capable depth of water and many nat¬ 
ural advantages for making this a 
strong naval establishment. AA’hlle 
Admiral Dewey’s view will doubtless 
prevail when a permanent stntlon Is 
established, this will be for congress 
to deal with, and the present purpose 
Is to utilize the Cavite stntlon for the 
curftent work on the warships. 


NATURAL GA9 EXPLOSION. 

Seriously- Bnrns Three Men nnd 

Causes Slight Injuries to Others. 

‘nderson. Ind.. Nov. 29. — From a 
leak in a natural gas pipe in a cave of 
one of the furnaces at the Pennsyl¬ 
vania glass works there was an ex¬ 
plosion with bad results yesterday af¬ 
ternoon. One of the workmen passing 
the cave door saw a flame issuing from 
the leak end notified Michael McKin¬ 
ney. the manager, who, with several 
others, hastened to the place. As they 
.opened the door the explosion took 
place. McKinney, Dan Lanham and 
Everett Armfield were seriously 
burned about the face and bodies. 
They were taken to the hospital, aud 
though the physicians believe they will 
recover they are seriously hurt. How¬ 
ard Shelton, AA'illiam Lnnbani and Ed¬ 
ward Rockhill were burned, but Dot 
badly. 

NEW CURRENCY BILL. 

Republican Caucua Committee Com¬ 
pletes Its Work. 

AVashington, Nov. 29. — The general 
currency bill prepared by the Republic¬ 
an caucus committee appointed by the 
last congress has received its Anal re¬ 
vision at the hands of the members 
and will be given to the press for pub¬ 
lication AA’ednesdny, after a copy has 
been mailed to each republican repre¬ 
sentative in congress. The measure 
represents the unanimous conclusions 
of the committee and will be called for 
consideration at the caucus of Repub¬ 
lican members of the house which is 
probably to be held next Saturday. 
Accompanying the bill Is n report set¬ 
ting forth at length the reasons and 
necessity which. In the opinion of the 
committee, exist for the proposed legis¬ 
lation. 

BETRAYED THEIR TRU9T9. 

Gov. Tanner of lllinoln Removes 

Asylum Commissioners. 

Springfield, 111., Nov. 29.—Following 
the meeting of the commissioners of 
the Illinois asylum for incurable insane 
at Bartonvllle. near reorla. Gov. Tan¬ 
ner yesterday removed John AV. AVil- 
8on of Klnmundy and Morrow P. Reed 
of Peoria from their offices as com¬ 
missioners. George C. Rider of Pekin 
was appointed to take the place of 
AVilsou and Edward S. Easton of Pe¬ 
oria to fill the vacancy caused by 
Reed’s removal. The two commission¬ 
ers who were removed are charged 
with malfeasance in office in appropri¬ 
ating state funds to their own use, 
and the governor Informed them that 
he would recommend them to the 
grand Jury for an investigation. 

PRISONER A COOL ONE. 

While the Sheriff anil HI. Deputy 
Argue He Coolly Wnlk. Off. 

Wheeling. AV. A'h.. Nov. 29.—Deputy 
.Sheriff Paulding and Sheriff Hannlson 
of Morgan county. AV. Va., went to St. 
ClairsviUe. Ohio, yesterday and took 
Into custody a man believed to be N. J. 
Doir.an. who is alleged to have killed 
Absolomon Keslcr and housekeeper, 
Ann Doman. who was Doman's wife 
at Pawpn. in Morgan county, last Sep¬ 
tember. A postoffleo robbery and the 
torture of an aged couple are also laid 
at liis door. He was brought to AA’lieel- 
ing in the afternoon, and while Pauld¬ 
ing aud Ilannison were arguing as to 
which would pay the $8 railroad fare 
the prisoner cooly said "Good by,” and 
started down the tracks like a flash 
and has not been scin since. 

A MOSLEM PLOT. 

Arrr.t. Made of Conspirators 
Again.! the Sultan*. Life. 

Constantinople. Nov. 28.—A number 
of arrests of Mussulmans have been 
made, including a general division and 
several important officers charged with 
having been involved In a plot to as 
sassinnte the sultan with dynamite 
bombs on the occasion of the Zelninlik 
Friday. Four bombs have been seized. 
The licensed, who have been exiled to 
Yemen, have already been sent to their 
place of Imprisonment. The Mussul¬ 
mans or Stnmboul nre greatly excited. 
Vigorous measures have been taken to 
preserve order. 

THE PLAGUE. 

I. Causing Frightful Lo.. In Man- 
charla—Hundred* Die Weekly. 

Tacoma. AVnsh.. Nov. 29.—Yokohama 
advices state that a terrible condition 
of affairs prevails nt New Chwang, 
Mnrchurin, with respect to the bu¬ 
bonic plague. Hundreds of deaths are 
occurring weekly, the mortality reach¬ 
ing forty to sixty every day. The dis¬ 
ease Is beginning to spread over Man. 
churia, owing to the fact that the 
Chinese authorities have utterly re¬ 
fused to take sanitary or quarantine 
precautions.

Navy Department Not Iff cd of Her 
Arrival There on Saturday. 

AVashington, Nov. 29.—The Newark, 
Capt. MeCalla. lias won the race to 
Manila, a cablegram received at the 
navy department announcing her ar¬ 
rival there Saturday. The Brooklyn Is 
now hastening from Aden to Colombo, 
closely followed by the New Orleans, 
which has been steadily gaining on 
her bigger competitor. 


FIGHTING WAS HEAVY 

MBTHEUN HAS ANOTHER ENCOUN¬ 
TER WITH BOERS. 

Enemy Wn. Compelled lo Retire 
After De.pernte Fighting—Re.nlt 
Wn. Not Known nt the Time ot 
Telegraphing—Believed That the 
Lout. Will Be Heavy - British 
Force. Worked Splendidly—Naval 
Brigade Snffcr. Heavy Sacrifice. 
—New. From Natal More Hopeful. 

London, Nov. 28. — Yesterday after¬ 
noon the war office posted the follow¬ 
ing dispatch, dated Cape Town, 12:20 
p. m„ from Gen. Forestler-AValker: 

“Lord Mtehuen reports that he 
moved yesterday (Saturday) at 3:30 a. 
m., with the Ninth brigade, the mount¬ 
ed corps, the naval brigade and two 
batteries, the guards following with 
the baggage. Near Gras Pan (about 
ten miles north of Belmont, on the 
railway line to Kimberley) 2,500 Boers 
with six guns and two machine guns, 
opposed him. The action began nt 6 
a. m. Our battery fired shrapnel very 
accurately till the heights seemed 
clear. Then the nnval brigade and the 
Infantry advanced to the assault. The 
lighting was desperate until 10 a. m., 
when the heights were carried. The 
Boers retreated on the line where the 
Ninth Lancers were placed to intercept 
them. The result was not known at 
the time of telegraphing. The artillery 
took Immediate advantage of the ene¬ 
my’s retirement. Early in the action 
500 Boers attacked our rear guard. The 
brigade met this anti also protected 
the flanks. The naval brigade acted 
with the greatest gallantry and suf¬ 
fered heavily, but no particulars are 
yet known. T.~h. enemy showed the 
greatest stubbornness and must have 
Buffered greatly. Twenty were burned. 
It Is known that 31 were killed and 4S 
wounded. More than 50 horses were 
found dead in one place. One battery 
fired 500 rounds. Our force must halt 
one day at Gras Pan to rest aud re¬ 
plenish ammunition. The force worked 
splendidly and is prepared to overcome 
many difficulties. The naval brigade, 
the Royal marines, the light infantry 
and the First battalion of the North 
Lancashire regiment especially dis¬ 
tinguished themselves. 

“Regarding Tuesday’s fight. 81 Boer 
killed are accounted for; 04 wagons 
were burned, a large quantity of pow¬ 
der, 50.000 rounds of ammunition nnd 
760 shells were blown up. Command¬ 
ant Albrecht (chief of the Orange Free 
State artillery) commanded the Boer 
artillery- Gen. Rolewy was in chief 
command.” 

Crrates Greut Snspenav. 

London, Nov. 28.—No further news 
respecting Lord Metheun’s advance 
has been received aud the absence cf 
official details regarding his losses 
creates the greatest suspense, especial¬ 
ly since the publication of the heavy 
sacrifices endured by the naval brig- 
ade. No alarm, however, Is felt as to 
i his position, despite the evidence that 
the Boers Intend to contest every foot 
1 of the way. It was known that in the 
absence of sufficient cavalry he would 
be compelled to advance slowly, aud he 
has a preference for night or early 
dawn attacks, which events seem to 
have been Justified, the Boers being de¬ 
cidedly averse to darkness for their op¬ 
erations. The fact that in the Gras 
Pan notion one British battery fired 
600 rounds proves tbe desperate nature 
1 of the fleht, and there is no doubt the 
casualties were great. It now develops 
thnt no guns were captured in the Bel¬ 
mont engagement. Meanwhile the 
news from Natal Is distinctly more 
hopeful from the British point of view.

AVhere, a few years ago, the 
animals shipped were of the Texas va¬ 
riety. whose nnntomies were given up 
largely to horns, excellent grades of 
beeves are uow finding their way to 
the AA’estern ranges and from them to 
the markets. There has been a contin¬ 
ual grading up of stock on the part ot 
the cattlemen for the past few years, 
nnd tlie results are evident in prices re¬ 
ceived. Not long ago a North Dakota 
man. a resident of Stark county, se¬ 
cured a top price in the Chicago mar¬ 
ket for beef steers in fifteen years, and 
a shipment of twenty head of cattle 
netted him $7(1 jier head.

The 
people do not know how to handle 
suspected cases in these small places. 
There should be no delay in handling 
a suspicious case, and If it turns out 
not to be smallpox no harm is done. 
This whole state could be vaccinated 
for less than $30,000, and that would 
save it from a scourge that is other¬ 
wise sure to come.” 

International arbitration is not so 
new an idea as some suppose. On 
six different occasions between 1831 
and 1858 congress has entertained pe¬ 
titions and memorials on the subject 
from peace societies and bodies of citi¬ 
zens In New England, New York and 
Virginia. Even the czar's proposal for 
a congress of nations in the Interest 
of peace was anticipated by resolu¬ 
tions adopted by the legislature of 
Massachusetts, in 1844, and similar 
action was taken by the legislature of 
Vermont In 1853. Dr. Franklin’s ar¬ 
dent wish that the nations of the earth 
might find “some more reasonable 
method of settling disputes than by 
cutting each other's throats" must 
have been cherished by many friends 
of humanity long before his day. 

A short time ago two yaks were im¬ 
ported to Gothenburg, and were later 
sent to Stockholm, Sweden. The sec¬ 
retary of the Gothenburg Touring 
club recommends that yaks be import¬ 
ed into northern Sweden for use by the 
pioneer farmers, the long and cold 
winters being rather severe for ordi¬ 
nary cattle. It is declared that it would 
not be necessary to stall-feed the yak 
during winter; that the farmers would 
get a strong, hardy and tractable beast 
of burden, which also would supply 
milk of good quality, and which could 
find Its way even through deep snow. 
It remains yet to be seen whether or 
not any one is willing to act upon the 
suggestion. Dr. Sven Hedln, who dur¬ 
ing his expeditions in central Asia has 
h*d opportunities for studying the 
yak in its native land, thinks the ex¬ 
periment worth trying. 

One of our good friends in Kansas 
takes exception to our recent state¬ 
ment that bachelors In that state are 
('rated at the common valuation and 
two hundred dollars more,” for pur¬ 
poses of taxation.

ASK FEDERAL HELP 


PRESIDENT MAT DECLARE MAR¬ 
TIAL LAW IN KENTUCKY. 


In the Event Thnt Goebel Is Given 
n Certificate of Election by the 
Throttlos Ont of the Vote* of 
Several Counties. President Mc¬ 
Kinley May He Appealed to To 
Declare Martial Law and Recog¬ 
nise and Support Taylor as Gov¬ 
ernor—Rumor That Warden Mil¬ 
lard Is Armlni Convicts to Sup¬ 
port Goebel Is Unfounded. 

Frankfort, Ivy., Nov. 29. — Senator 
Deboe left for Washington at 8 o’clock 
yesterdny, and after his departure a 
story, emanating from Republican cir¬ 
cles, was put abroad that in the event 
Goebel Is given a certificate of election 
next Saturday by throwing out Jef- 
ferson, Knox and Johnson counties, 
Serator Deboe. Senator Lindsay, Gov. 
Bradley, Gen. Taylor and other llepub- 
lican lenders will unite in an appeal 
to President McKinley to declare mar¬ 
tial law iu Kentucky, recognizing Tay¬ 
lor as governor and supporting his nil- 
ministration. Senator Deboe stated to 
the Associated Press that he felt con¬ 
fident no emergency would arise re¬ 
quiring the assistance of the federal 
authorities, but intimated he had as- 
ru ranees that federal aid could be had 
if it became necessary. There was no 
change in the situation here yesterdny 
on either side. The expected move of 
Goeliel lenders to take the guberna¬ 
torial controversy into the courts prior 
to its handling by the. state election 
board has rot materialized eo far, aud 
many believe It has been abandoned. 
The story from Louisville that Jeffer¬ 
son and’ Elliott county returns had 
been mysteriously lost or tnnipered 
with is not credited here, as should 
this occur, duplicate certificates could 
lie easily obtained ' and the theft of 
them would qot effect the result.

SAMOAN DIVISION DECLINED. 

Proposition Submitted by Unit¬ 
ed States to Germany and Britain. 

Washington, Nov. 29. — The United 
States hua declined to accept the agree¬ 
ment as to the disposition of the Sa¬ 
moan islands reached by Great Brit¬ 
ain and Germany. The reasons which 
have influenced the state department 
here in rejecting the British-German 
arrangement related entirely to minor 
matters and touched rather upou the 
form than the substance of the ar¬ 
rangement. Having rejected the ten¬ 
tative treaty submitted by the other 
two powers our government has, in 
turn, and at the instance of the other 
parties, prepared and submitted the 
draft of a treaty which it is hoped will 
be acceptable to all three powers. 

Winter Crnlse for Fnrqnbnr. 

Washington, Nov. 28.—Rear Admiral 
Farqubar, commandant of the North 
Atlantic squadron, had a talk with 
Secretary Long yesterday concerning a 
winter's cruise of the squadron to 
West Indian waters. The admiral 
favored such n cruise, pointing out 
that the plan had been inaugurated 
two years ago with good results. Mr. 
Long approved the plan and arrange¬ 
ments were made for the issuance of 
formal orders later. No time has been 
fixed for the start to the West Indies, 
but it probably will be made early In 
the new year. 

Banker Is Convicted. 

Montreal. Que., 'Nov. 29. — W. O. 
Weir, president of the defunct Bank of 
Vllle Marc, was found guilty yester¬ 
day of sending a fulse and deceptive 
statement to the governor of financial 
affairs at the bank. The trial lasted 
eight days. The Jury required ouly fif¬ 
teen minutes to find a verdict. The 
penalty is five years’ Imprisonment. 
Counsel for the defense Immediately 
asked for a review of the case, argu¬ 
ments for which will be heard to-day.

TOMAHAWK OF TECUMSEH. 


?amoD> Indian Carried In Battle of the 
Thame* In 1812. 

Sarah L. Russell, who lives with her 
daughter, Mrs. E. H. Bettis, at 1413 
East Sixteenth street, Kansas City, has 
the tomahawk carried by Tecumseh, 
when he was killed at the battle of the 
Thames In October, 1812. Col. William 
Russell, the founder of Russellville, 
Xy., who commanded the Kentucky 
contingent of that famous battle, was 
permitted by Gen. Harrison to remove 
the tomahawk from the dead body of 
Tecumseh and retain it, and it has been 
in the possession of the Russell family 
ever since. It was made in England, 
and presented to Tecumseh b; - the 
British commander at Detroit Sev¬ 
eral hundred towahawks were made in 
England and sent to the British com¬ 
manders at Detroit for use among the 
Indians whom the British endeavored 
to induce to drive out the white set¬ 
tlers of Kentucky, Indiana and Michi¬ 
gan. With few exceptions these tom¬ 
ahawks were made rather rudely of 
iron, with the handles bound with 
bands of the same metal, but the one 
owned by Tecumseh was made of high¬ 
ly polished steel, with silver bands en¬ 
circling the handle. It can also be 
used as a pipe for smoking, the blunt 
end of the blade being made like the 
bowl of a pipe and the handle answer¬ 
ing the purpose of a stem. The Brit¬ 
ish commander had several of them 
made after the pattern, which he pre¬ 
sented to Tecumseh, the prophet (a 
brother of Tecumseh), Ketopah and 
Topanabee, celebrated Indian warrior 
chiefs, who bore a conspicuous part in 
the battles of Tippecanoe, the siege of 
Fort Harrison, the battle of the Raisin, 
and other noted battles which took 
place in Indiana and Michigan and 
along Lake Michigan while the British 
held possession of Detroit and were 
using the Indians as their allies in the 
endeavor to hold the west and north¬ 
west country. The Tecumseh toma¬ 
hawk Is the only one known to have 
been preserved. Mrs. Russell has had 
many offers to part with it, but the 
relic will probably remain with her 
descendants for many years to come. 
Mrs. Egbert Russell, soon after it came 
Into the possession of her husband, 
showed it to Blue Jacket, a well-known 
Shawnee chief, who was then over 80 
years old. The old chief went into 
ecstasies when told that the relic was 
taken from the dead body of Tecumseh. 
He kissed It and pressed It to his bosom 
and told Mrs. Russell he was too young 
to follow his grand chief, Tecumseh, in 
the warpath, but he well remembered 
how proud Tecumseh was with that 
tomahawk belted about his waist.— 
Kansas City Star. 

PROVISIONS AGAINST FIRE. 

tiie KerCrlcttonn to Be Enforced at lb* 
Paris Exposition. 

Intending exhibitors and visitors 
from the United States to the Parts 
exposition in 1900 will be Interested in 
knowing what arrangements and regu¬ 
lations will be made by the French au¬ 
thorities against fire. The Paris ex¬ 
position administration has taken all 
the measures possible to afford secur¬ 
ity to exhibitors and visitors against 
fire at the exposition. The regulations 
are rather voluminous, containing 
thlrty-slx articles distributed in six 
chapters. These regulations take up 
the openings and exits and the stair¬ 
ways and doors of all palaces and 
buildings. They regulate the width of 
doors and steps. All exterior doors will 
open In and out. DUors opening only 
inward must remain open constantly. 
Emergency doors will bear an Inscrip¬ 
tion stating their purpose, and in all 
hallways and corridors painted ar¬ 
rows will indicate the direction of the 
exit. An emergency lighting system 
for night use will consist of lamps of 
one-candle power, bearing the dis¬ 
tinctive red color. All wood of the 
framework in the buildings will be cov¬ 
ered with an Insulating coat of non- 
inflammable material. All stairways 
will be of fireproof material. The floors 
of all buildings, palaces, theater halls, 
cafes, concert rooms, exhibition places 
and all railings and balustrades will 
also be of fireproof material and before 
accepted will be thoroughly tested at 
the expense of the contractors. A11 
decorative canvas, awnings and can¬ 
vas coverings must be fireproof. All 
electric installation of cables, lamps, 
wires and conductors In the Interior of 
the buildings must be put up under the 
supervision of the director of exploita¬ 
tion. A11 motive power will be admit¬ 
ted only under rigid conditions. The 
use of celluloid in lamps, globes, bal¬ 
loons and other fancy apparatus for 
lighting decoration will be forbidden. 
The regulations for heating and light¬ 
ing provide that it can only be done 
by gas and electricity. The use of 
hydrocarbures, oils and petroleum, 
acetylene gas and other gases than coal 
gas Is positively forbidden, either for 
heating, lighting or motive power. The 
construction of meeting halls, cafes, 
concert halls and theaters must be of 
fireproof material, and the theater 
curtains must be of iron or asbestos 
cloth. The lighting of such places will 
be exclusively by electricity. A fire 
service as nearly perfect as possible 
will be eetabused. with a water piping 
and pressure sufficient for firemen’s 
service. The administration assumes 
the right to enforce any measures that 
may be deemed necessary to assure 
safety.—Iron Age.

RANGED FOR BURNING COAL. 

Strange Law Which Wae In Fore* 
In England In 1500 . 

There will be an Interesting function 
in London shortly when the coal ex¬ 
change celebrates Its jubilee. The oc¬ 
casion Is one for recalling strange rem¬ 
iniscences; for ns lately as the four¬ 
teenth century a prohibition was issued 
against the burning of coal, with se¬ 
vere penalties decreed against any per¬ 
son who warmed his house by a coal 
fire. In the early days of Lord Mayor 
Whittington the burning of coal was 
considered so great a public nuisance 
that it was made a capital offense, and 
one man was actually hnnged for In¬ 
dulging In a coal fire. As a matter of 
fact, this ordinance wns never re¬ 
pealed; but in "Dick” Whittington’s 
third mayoralty It is evident there was 
a great trade in coal; nnd the sug¬ 
gestion has been made that as coal was 
brought to London in boats known as 
the “cats,” this was the real origin of 
the story of Dick Whittington and bis 
cat.- Tlie coal exchange, however, is a 
modern Institution. It is also one of 
the most Important of London's marts. 
Under the shadow of its domed roof 
commercial transactions are daily-car¬ 
ried through of greater value than in 
connection with any other mercantile 
building in the world. Unlike the com 
exchange in Mark Lane, It is not a pri¬ 
vate concern, but is n city market con¬ 
ducted on the same principles as the 
other markets opened by the city cor¬ 
poration. Opened with much ceremony 
In October, 1849. by the prince consort, 
the present building is just about to 
celebrate Its Jubilee. But the market 
itself is older than the building. Up 
to 1807 It was in the hands of private 
individuals, but in that year It was 
purchased by the corporation for 
£2o, COO.—London Times.

The man who crosses the Rio 
Grande river for the first time is al¬ 
ways surprised at the number and mag¬ 
nificence of the theaters he finds in 
the Mexican republic. Every city of 
more than 10,000 inhabitants has one, 
while cities of 25,000 have playhouses 
that would be a credit to New York, 
Philadelphia or St. Louis. 

Strange to say, however, the most 
beautiful of Mexico’s theaters are not 
to be found in Mexico City, but in the 
various state capitals throughout the 
republic. Perhaps one reason for this 
Is that the theaters of Mexico City are 
owned by private parties, while those 


lory. You can get a seat at almost 
any price—50, 60, 70 and 85 cents, with 
parquet seats at $1.75 and box seats 
at $2. These prices translated into 
gold money are not at all unreason¬ 
able. In the company now singing at 
Orrin's is one American, Miss Eleanor 
Broad foot, the tall contralto who was 
at the Century last fall with the In¬ 
ternational opera company, and who 
is to Join Mr. Grau's forces this year.

The “Teatro Calderon" at Zacatecas

There has recently been 
completed at Monterey a theater on the 
style of that at Zacatecas, the complete 
equipment of which was purchased in 
St. Louis. And St. Louis promises to

THE LATEST PRUSSIAN TRIAL. 

Officers of the German Army Establish 
a Regular Gambling HelL 

Berlin is greatly excited over a trial 
for gambling. It appears that three 
young men of good family, who had 
been officers, attracted attention by 
an expenditure out of all proportion 
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of the state capitals are the property 
of the several states. Mexico City has 
but two important theaters, the “Na- 
clonal” and the "Principal"—the for¬ 
mer generally devoted to opera and 
the latter to musical farces or "zarzue¬ 
las.” as they are called in Mexico. 
These "zarzuelas” are probably the 
most popular form of stage entertain¬ 
ment in vogue in Mexico. They are 
generally in one act, and four or five 
-of them constitute an evening's enter¬ 
tainment. One of the queer customs 
Is that admission may be purchased for 
the entire evening, or for a single 
"tanda," or act. It's a la carte. You 
pay for what you get at the rate of 25 
eents an act. These little plays are 
almost always written and acted by 
Spaniards, and, or course, deal with 
Spanish life. They are clean enough 
for a Sunday school to witness, and 
the music is invariably good. The 
costumes are picturesque, though not 
rich, the two costly features of a Span¬ 
ish actress’ wardrobe being her em¬ 
broidered Manila shawl and her fan, 
and both of these she uses with the 
grace possessed by the women of no 
other race. 

The Mexican women are exceedingly 
fond of opera. Several times a year 


have restricted his statement to the 
United States. The largest theater on 
this continent is undoubtedly the 
"Teatro Degollado,” at Guadalajara, in 
the state of Jalisco, Mexico. It has 
five galleries, where the Boston theater 
has three, and can seat 4,000 people. I 
have heard that there is a theater in 
one of the South American cities 
larger than this one in Mexico, though 
Mexicans claim there is not. This 
Guadalajara theater was begun In 1856 
—thirty years before the city had a 
railroad—by the then governor of the 
state. Don Santos Degollado, and after 
ten years and a million of dollars had 
been spent upon it, was opened in 1866, 
in an unfinished condition. It was 
completed some years later, and is now 
very handsomely decorated. Its plan 
is that of the Metropolitan opera house 
in New York, the first three balconies 
being devoted to boxes, and the two 
above to the gods. This is the plan 
of all the fine theaters of Mexico. 

But while the "Teatro Degollado" is 
pre-eminent in size, the "Teatro Ju¬ 
arez" at Guanajuata surpasses it and 
all others that I have ever seen in 
beauty. It was completed only four 
years ago after twenty years’ labor, 
and has cost something over $2,000,000.

A New Instrument of Correction In Use 
In France and Her Colonies. 

Some of the French newspapers have 
been telling about the new method of 
whipping men which has just been in¬ 
troduced experimentally into some of 
the penitentiaries and colonies of 
France. The instrument bears the 
pleasing name of "The Electric Cat,” 
and l’Electrlclen expresses the scien¬ 
tific opinion that it is a great improve¬ 
ment upon the Russian knout and the 
cat-o’-nlne-tails which it says “still 
unfortunately figure in many penal col¬ 
onies and in the penitentiaries of so- 
called civilized states.” The method 
of this new whipping machine is very 
simply and business-like. The culprit 
who has been sentenced to undergo the 
lash is tied to a post in the usual man¬ 
ner. Behind him is a wheel, driven 
by an electric motor, which goes round 
and round with a velocity that is un¬ 
pleasant for the victim. The velocity 
may .be regulated, however, according 
to the severity of the trouncing to be 
administered. Attached to one of the 
spokes Is a whip which swings around 
the circle and the culprit is placed at 
such an angle with reference to the 
instrument of flagellation that every 
time it comes around it nips him 
squarely on the back. It is claimed 
for the new invention that it dispenses 
Justice impartially and equally, it has 
no animus against the prisoner, its 
blows are given with equal intensity, 
and it better fulfills the idea of even- 
handed Justice than manual flogging, 
which is likely to distribute penalties 
very unevenly.

Mr. Macdonald’s reply was: “That’s 
just what I should have done, sir, if I 
had been courting Mrs. Brown.”

to their means. It was found on in¬ 
quiry that they had set up a baccarat 
club which was a regular "hell,” fre¬ 
quented by more than 200 persons of 
their own class. As they made money 
by their club, and had none to start 
with, they were suspected of cheat¬ 
ing, but this part of the charge has 
not been proved. What has been 
proved Is that a large number of mem¬ 
bers of the highest society are accus¬ 
tomed to gamble for large sums—one 
man lost £2,000 in one night—in com¬ 
pany with adventurers and ladles of 
the demi-monde, to borrow money of 
the bank, and even of waiters, and to 
drink In excesB. All this is wholly 
opposed to the tone of the Prussian 
army, which is severe, and of Prussian 
society, which abhors wastefulness 
more than many other vices. It is be¬ 
lieved that the socialistic party, which 
is always denouncing the dissoluteness 
of the rich, will make great capital out 
of the trial, and that the emperor will 
issue an order even sterner than the 
celebrated one of 1893. He should fol¬ 
low It up with an increase of allow¬ 
ances. A Prussian officer may once 
have been able to live on £1 2s. 6d. 
a week, but he certainly cannot now, 
and the poor noblesse to which most 
of them belong can spare no allow¬ 
ances.—London Spectator.

MARIA LIVED ALONE- FOB 
TWENTY YEARS.

Lucchenl, the assassin of the un¬ 
fortunate empress of Austria, is still 
In strict solitary confinement—a year 
after his crime.

He 
occupies two cells in the Eveche prison 
at Geneva—the ordinary cell for sleep¬ 
ing, and another fitted up as a work¬ 
shop, where the convict makes card¬ 
board boxes. Twice dally he is al¬ 
lowed half an hour’s exercise in a tiny 
courtyard, but he sees no one except 
his Jaolers, the governor of the prison, 
and the chaplain.

About seventy miles off the coasc of 
Southern California lies the island 
of San Nicolas—a veritable desert, 
wind-swept to auch a degree that one 
might well imagine that the furies are 
guarding the island, says the Scien¬ 
tific American. San Nicolas, which is 
twelve miles long and four or five 
wide, has no harbors, the anchorage 
being merely a lee under the low bills, 
the fact that the wind blows directly 
off-shore making it possible for vessels 
to anchor here at certain seasons. On 
this island, w£lch has been the cen¬ 
tral point of a romance and tragedy 
of much interest, deserted and alone, 
Maria Better-Than-Nothlng, the wild 
woman of San Nicolas, lived twenty 
years—long enough to forget her peo¬ 
ple and even her language. The story 
told by Prof. C. F. Holder is as fol¬ 
lows: "For centuries the island was 

inhabited by a race of hardy mariners 
who have left their monuments in 
large shell heaps and mounds that 
cover many acres. Less than 100 years 
ago the Franciscan fathers determined 
to take the natives away from the in¬ 
hospitable Island and provide them 
with homes around the various mis¬ 
sions. where they could also be com¬ 
fortably converted. With this object 
in view a vessel was sent to the island, 
and after much difficulty the Indians, 
now reduced to about 100, were col¬ 
lected, and taken aboard, deserting 
thousands of implements which their 
ancestors had used for centuries. 
When the vessel was about to sail one 
of the women discovered that her 
child bad been left behind. But It was 
blowing a gale and the vessel could 
not hold, so tbe captain sailed away, 
whereupon the frantic mother dashed 
into tbe sea and swam back to shore, 
making her way successfully through 
the surf. The captain of the vessel 
promised to return for the woman, but 
soon after hia vessel was wrecked and 
no attempt was made to rescue the 
poor Indian woman until twenty years 
after, when a priest determined to 
make an effort to learn whether she 
was alive. He enlisted the services of 
an otter hunter and several Indians, 
who, in a small schooner known as the 
Better-Than-Nothing, set sail for San 
Nicolas. They landed on the island 
and very soon found evidence that 
some one was living there, but avoid¬ 
ing them. To make the search perfect 
the men formed a line across the 
island at certain distances apart, 
which resulted In the discovery of the 
wild woman. She was sitting by a 
brush hut in a canyon, about which 
was a windbreak of whalebones and 
various material. She smiled and 
spoke to the Indians In a language 
they did not understand, but they fell 
on their faces before her as though to 
worship her. She offered them food 
and readily consented to go with them 
and was taken aboard the schooner 
with a tame otter. She was dressed in 
the skins of birds, over which was a 
garment of sealskin. She was named 
Better-Than-Nothlng, after the vessel, 
and by signs succeeded in telling some 
Indians on tbe mainland something of 
her history. At first she had mourned 
the loss of her friends, then the dogs 
killed her baby and she wished to die 
qnd was sick for a long time. She 
was taken to Santa Barbara, where In¬ 
dians from all about were brought to 
her to see if they could understand her 
language, but without avail. She lived 
with different families at Santa Bar¬ 
bara, but civilization proved disas¬ 
trous to her and in less than three 
months she died. Her remarkable 
dress of feathers was sent to Rome as 
a curiosity, and the remains of the un¬ 
fortunate woman found a resting- 
place in the sanctified ground of the 
mission. San Nicolas has proved a 
veritable * treasure house for the 
archaeologist, and tons of stone im¬ 
plements have been taken from va¬ 
rious mounds cm the island. One of 
the most remarkable shell mounds in 
the world Is found here, being, it la 
said, nearly a mile long and ten feet In 
average height."

The Chicago division work Includes 
reductions between Tiffin, O., and At¬ 
tica, where a 28-foot grade will be re¬ 
duced to 18 feet, for a distance of 16 
miles, the heaviest cut being at Repub¬ 
lic. 

At Teegnrden. Ind., there are 175.000 
cubic vards to be removed, to reduce 
the grade from 28 to 16 feet. Between 
Garrett and Ripley, Ind., there will be 
a relocation of the line for seven miles, 
redueing a 26-foot grade to 16 feet, 
both east and west bound. 

These reductions will cost about 
$300,000, but will allow an increase of 
nearly 30 per cent in train loading 
when they are completed.

Nov. 28.—Robbers 
touched off a quantity of dynamite 
that wrecked the safe and the front 
end of the State bnnk here, escaping 
with $1,000 in gold besides some 
silver and bills. This is the eighth 
Kansas bnnk to be robbed by safe¬ 
crackers within three weeks. The safe 
of the State bank at Clearwater was 
blown open Friday night and $200 in 
cash and a number of notes taken. 

Action Against Cattle Men. 

South McAlester, Ind. T., Nov. 28.— 
Prosecuting Attorney Soper has re¬ 
ceived peremptory instruction from 
Washington to begin at the earliest 
possible date action against cattlemen 
for bringing herds into the Creek 
country. These cases have been hang¬ 
ing fire for some time. The legal con¬ 
test will be one of the most interesting 
in the annals of the Indian Territory. 

Dif«lu Steak for Chicagoans. 

Pierre, S. D.. Nov. 28.—D. F. Carlin, 
administrator of the Dupree estate, is 
figuring on supplying the Chicago mar¬ 
ket with buffalo steak for a treat, the 
shipment to be made about the holiday 
time.

He has 
barely held his own during the past 
week and his strength is about all 
gone, while the paralysis is increasing 
and he speaks with great difficulty and 
his broken sentences are almost unln- 
teliglble. 

SECOND-DEGREE MURDER. 

Unexpected Verdict In the Trial of 
Cyras Brown. 

Wabasha. Minn., Nov. 26 .—Cyrus W. 
Brown was convicted of murder In the 
second degree for the killing of John 
Olson last July. The jury was out 
less than half an hour. Considerable 
surprise Is expressed at the verdict, It 
being generally thought Brown would 
get off at manslaughter or assault. 

Fighting Smallpox. 

Sioux Falls, S. D., Nov. 26—Excite¬ 
ment has been created In Taopl town¬ 
ship, this county, by the discovery that 
a family named Olson, which recently 
arrived there, bad been exposed to 
smallpox at Storm Lake, Iowa, from 
whence they came to South Dakota. 
Dr. Files, president of the state board 
of health, and Dr. W. A. Germain will 
quarantine the Olson family, vaccinate 
all In the vicinity who have been ex¬ 
posed. and take such other steps as 
may lie deemed necessary. 

Censored by Grand Jnry. 

Des Moines. Iowa, Nov. 26. — The 
grand jury of this county severely cen¬ 
sures the state board of control for its 
methods of doing business, and holding 
the board responsible for the recent 
outbreak in the Industrial school for 
girls at MItohellville. The grand jury 
says the rule of the board prohibiting 
the wife of the superintendent to serve 
as matron caused a change of officers 
and demoralized the inmates. 

Reversed by Soprcme Conrt. 

Madison, Wis., Nov. 26—The supreme 
court has reversed the decision of the 
Douglas county superior court in the 
case of the State vs. O’Toole, and re¬ 
manded the action for a new hearing. 
O’Toole was convicted July 26 of the 
crime of robbery with force and vio¬ 
lence, not being armed with a danger¬ 
ous weapon, and was sentenced to 
seven years In state’s prison. 

New Asylum Trustee. 

Hudson, Wis., Nov. 26.—Tbe county 
board of St. Croix county chose W. O. 
Bradley of Hudson Prairie an asylum 
trustee to succeed O. J. Williams of 
New Richmond. O. W. Mosher, H. L. 
North and W. C. Bradley compose the 
board. W. J. Egbert, clerk of the 
court, has been elected purchasing 
agent for the county. 

Face Disfigured. 

Printlee, Wis.. Nov. 26.—Daniel Hol- 
Unger, whose home Is at Prescott, 
Wls., while trimming a tree near Haw¬ 
kins, struck himself In tbe face with 
a double-bitted ax. The ax crashed 
Into bis cheek, making a gash from his 
eye to his ear and severing two arter¬ 
ies. His recovery is doubtful. 

Miners’ Strike Settled. 

Decatur. Ill.. Nov. 26. — An agree¬ 
ment for settling the miners’ strike 
was reached yesterday by operator* 
and miners. An elglit-hour day and 
recognition of the union were the most 
Important demands by tbe miners, and 
these are granted. Four hundred men 
were out nine weeks. 

Able-Bodied Artesian Well. 

Cannon Falls, Minn., Nov. 26.—Matt 
Holland, who has been driving an ar¬ 
tesian well for J. J. Anderson of this 
place, lias struck a flow of 2,000 per 
minute, with force enough to raise tbe 
water forty feet above the level of tbe 
ground. 

Crushed Under the Wheels. 

Sioux Falls, S. D., Nov. 26. — Lars 
Hystad, a farm liund, was killed In 
Edison township, eight miles from 
here, by a thresher engine passing 
over his body. He Is supposed to 
have stumbled and fallen.

NOT MUCH LEFT OF AGUINALDO’S 
REVOLUTION. 

Province of Zamboanga, Island of 
Mindanao, Surrenders Uncondi¬ 
tionally — Numerous Chiefs De¬ 
clare Their Loyalty—Filipino Re¬ 
public Crumbling Like a House 
of Cards—Insurgents Flocking to 
Manila to Declare That They Are 
Weary of Rebellion—Cabinet OB 
cer Captured. 

Washington, Nov. 28 .—Secretary of 
the Navy Long received a cablegram 
from Admiral Watson informing him 
tbat the entire province of Zamboanga, 
island of Mindanao, had! surrendered 
uucondtiounlly to Commander Very, of 
the Castine. The surrender was made 
on the 18th Inst. Admiral Watson’s 
dispatch follows: 

“Nov. 18 entire province of Zambo¬ 
anga surrendered to Very, uncondition¬ 
ally. Delivery of all guns promised. 
Numerous local chiefs declared loyalty. 

—"Watson.” 

The information contained in Admi¬ 
ral Watson’s dispatch was received by 
the president and his advisers with un¬ 
concealed satisfaction. The surrender 
of the province of Zamboanga Is re¬ 
garded ns the beginning of the end of 
the revolution in the Island of Min¬ 
danao. and. it is believed, will lie a 
bard blow to those who are still en¬ 
deavoring to maintntn the Insurrection 
in the island of Luzon. 

Advices from Admiral Watson indi¬ 
cate that the southern half of the is¬ 
land, which comprises the province of 
Zamboango. has yielded to the Ameri¬ 
can forces and acceded to the authori¬ 
ty of the United States. 

Revolution Crumbling. 

Manila, Nov. 28. — The news which 
the steamship Brutus brings from 
Dagupan indicates that the so-called 
Filipino republic is crumbling like a 
house of cards. Aguiualdo Is deserted 
or being abandoned by the politicians, 
and the army which a fortulght ago 
was Intrenched at Tarlac and exercised 
a de facto government over nine-tenths 
of the people of Luzon, is fugitive in 
the mountains, with small hope of re¬ 
establishing the machine. The army 
is scattered in the hills on both sides 
of the railroad, and widely separated 
detachments are within the cordon 
which Generals Lawton nnd Wheaton 
have cemented. 

Buencomlno, the ruling spirit of the 
cabinet. Is a prisoner In Manila, and 
the small fry are tumbling over one 
another to get to Manila. Three pro¬ 
vincial governors have nrrived in Ma¬ 
nila to request Gen. Otis to install 
them in their old offices under the new 
regime. Dr. Luna, a brother of Gen. 
Luna, and a prominent insurrectionist, 
has nrrived here, and many others are 
applying to Gen. Otis for permission 
to return to Manila after months of 
separation from civilization. Aguinal- 
do began his retreat with 2,000 men 
under Geu. Gregorio del Pilar. That 
force w<ks probably reduced to its pres¬ 
ent proportions by desertions. The 
last definite news as to Aguinaldo's 
whereabouts is that be passed through 
Trinidad, east of Aringuay, toward 
Bayombong, escorted by 200 men. 

Aggy’a Last Connell. 

Manila. Nov. 2S.—'The last Filipino 
council of war was held by the retreat¬ 
ing leaders at Bayamban on Nov. 13, 
In the house now occupied by Gen. 
MacArtbur. It was attended by Aguln- 
aldo, Pio del Pilar. Garcia. Alejander- 
Ino and some members of the so-enlled 
cabinet. Information lias reached Gen. 
MacArtbur from several sources to the 
effect that the council recognized the 
futility of attempting further resis¬ 
tance to the Americans with united 
forces and agreed that the Filipino 
troops should scatter nnd should here¬ 
after follow guerilla methods. 

Reports of ambuscades and skirm¬ 
ishes come from every section of the 
country along tbe railways. Military 
activity continues in every section. 

Asolnnldo'i Child Taken. 

Washington, Nov. 28—Tlie adjutant 
general has received the following 
from Gen. Otis: 

“Vessel frem Liugayen gulf with 
dispatches from Wheaton on 23d lust., 
brought in Buonenmino. insurgent sec¬ 
retary of state, captured 21st Inst. He 
was with Agulunldo und party left 
Tarlac night of 13th to be escorted by 
2,000 troops north from Bnyambang 
and Dagupan. These troops Wheaton 
struck at San Jacinto, and Young east¬ 
ward. Aguinaldo, with part of family, 
escaped north with 200 men, passing 
between Young nud Wheaton. Young 
still In pursuit last accounts, and has 
been rationed at San Fernando. Aguin¬ 
aldo's mother and oldest child, with 
Buencaiulno, separated from the rest 
of party; mother lost In woods, and 
child, four years old, with Wheaton’s 
troops; $2,000 gold, belonging to moth¬ 
er, captured and now in Manila treas¬ 
ury. Heavy storm in Llngnyen bas 
prevented loading of troops there for 
tbe north. MacArtbur has captured 
insurgent director of railroad, who en¬ 
deavored to destroy railroad to Dagu¬ 
pan; also Capt. Lawrence, English¬ 
man, who served in Aguinaldo’s artil¬ 
lery. Our troops have liberated some 
300 Spanish prisoners recently.” 

Black Eye (or Prerogative*. 

Madrid, Nov. 28.—Senor Selvela, hav¬ 
ing refused to present to the chamber 
of deputies the reports of the proceed¬ 
ings against the officers who surrend¬ 
ered Santiago de Cubn and Manila to 
the Americans. Senor Moreneo moved 
that such refusal was an Infringement 
on the prerogatives of parliament. All 
the barters of the minority supported 
Senor Moreneo, but the motion was 
defeated by a vote of 125 to 85. 

Fla* From the Kal.er. 

Chicago. Nov. 28.—Dr. von Uolleben, 
German ambassador to tlie United 
States, yesterday, In the presence of 
2,000 Germans, presented a flag sent 
by Emperor William to the United 
German Roldler societies In Chicago. 

Negro Shoot* Jeweler Dead. 

Evansville, Ind., Nov. 28. — Siman 
Skora. a pawnbroker, was shot down 
In his store by a negro. There was no 
provocation for the murder. The negro 
was caught and gave as a reason that 
he was drunk. 


BOY’S' HEROIC ACT. 

Presence of Mlad Prevent, a Die- 
a.tron. Wreck. 

Brazil, Ind., Nov. 28.—The courage 
and presence of mind of Frank Will¬ 
iams, fourteen years old, prevented a 
disastrous wreck on the Knndnlla rail¬ 
road yesterday. Williams was coming 
from Kulghtsville to this city when he 
noticed a broken rail which had been 
pressed out of position by a freight 
train some hours liefore. Tlie lad 
heard the west-bound passenger and 
mail train whistle for the Knlghts- 
ville station. Knowing that the train 
did not stop there the boy ran up the 
track and when he sighted the train 
stood between the rails and waived 
his hat. The engineer seeing the boy 
would not leave the track reversed the 
lever and applied the air brakes, stop¬ 
ping the train within a few feet of the 
broken rail. The engineer stated that 
he was running fifty miles an hour 
wlic-n he saw the boy, and had his en¬ 
gine struck^the broken rail with such 
great speed a fearful wreck would 
have resulted. 

DECISION AGAINST GOEBEL. 

Kentucky Conrt of Appeal. Award, 
the Xel.ou County Vote, to Taylor. 

Frankfort, Ivy., Nov. 28.—The court 
of Appeals clinched Taylor's right to 
1,197 Nelson county votes. The courl, 
all the judges concurring, refused to 
dissolve the injunction us asked by 
Goebel's attorneys. The votes in con¬ 
troversy were certified for W. P. in¬ 
stead of W. S. Taylor. Judge Jones of 
Nelson county ordered these votes 
counted for W. S. Taylor, and this or¬ 
der is affirmed. The Democratic lead¬ 
ers now assert that Goebel will not 
contest before the legislature if he is 
not given the certificate of election by 
the state election board, which con¬ 
venes here next Saturday. Taylor’s 
managers are dubious on this point, as 
the statement that he would not con¬ 
test l:ns never been made by Goebel 
himself. 

PARIS HAS A FRESH SCANDAL 

Harder, Robbery and Other Crime. 
Arc Said to Hnve Been Committed 
In a Retreat. 

London, Nov. 28. — A scandal has 
arisen over the old age retreat, Mala- 
koff, near Paris, founded by an ex- 
Franciscan monk. Many wealthy old 
women were sent there and are said 
to have been beaten, tortured and 
robbed. Even murder Is now alleged 
to have been committed. One woman, 
eighty-five years old, is said to have 
been induced by an attendans, twenty- 
five years old, to give up 20,000 francs, 
and was then forced to marry him. 
Several of the residents were found 
dend, as if accidentally, and padded 
cells were discovered in the building 
by a magistrate who is thoroughly in¬ 
vestigating the institution. Two of 
the attendants have oeen Imprisoned. 

KHALIFA DIES IN BATTLE. 

Scourge of Ihe Soudan Killed With 
HI. Emir.. 

Cairo, Nov. 28. — Lord' Cromer, the 
British minister here, has received the 
following dispatch from Gen. Kitch¬ 
ener: 

“Wingate's force caught up with the 
khalifa’s force seven miles southeast 
of Godlil and attacked it. After a 
sharp fight he took his position. The 
khalifa, who was surrounded by a 
bodyguard of emirs, was killed and 
all the principal emirs were killed or 
captured except Osman Digna, who 
escaped.” 

The dervishes were utterly defeated, 
their whole camp was taken, and thou¬ 
sands surrendered. A large number 
of women, children and cattle also fell 
into the hands of the Auglo-Eg.vptlan 
force. 

ON A SECRET MISSION. 

U. S. S. Ranger Fitting Oat for a 
Long Voyage. 

Chicago, Nov. 28.—A special to the 
Record from San Francisco says: The 
United States ship Ranger, now lying 
at Mare Island, has quietly fitted out 
for some long voyage, and rumors are 
current that she Is bent on some se¬ 
cret mission. Tlie officers of the war¬ 
ship refuse to discuss the nature of the 
voyage. Several six-inch guns are be¬ 
ing placed in position on the vessel. 
Tbe only thing the officers will admit 
is that the Rnnger has been ordered to 
Panama and will sail in December. 

COL. GEORGE R. DAVIS DEAD. 

Director General of tbe World'* 
Fair, Soldier aad Congrea.man. 

Chicago, Nov. 28. — Col. George R. 
Davis, former director ^genfral of the 
world’s fair, died at his home on 
Washington boulevard of valvular dis¬ 
ease of the heart. Col. Davis had been 
suffering from heart trouble for some 
time, but It was only during the last 
ten days that lie was confined to tbe 
house. Until then he wns actively en¬ 
gaged In business. His death was not 
unexpected. 

MaJ. Howard'. Remain*. 

Omnhn, Neb., Nov. 28.—The remain* 
of MaJ. Guy Howard, son of Gen. O. 
O. Howard, who was killed recently in 
the Philippines, will arrive In this city 
to-day over the Union Pacific from 
San Francisco. They will be met at 
the station by a delegation from army 
headquarters and escorted to the home 
of tlie fntber-iu-law of the deceased 
officer. Judge J. M. Woolworth, where 
later In the day funeral services will 
be held. 

The Uprising that Failed. 

Paris, Nov. 28.—The senate, sitting 
as a high court, heard witnesses in ref¬ 
erence to the Royalists’ arrangements 
for an uprising in February last. One 
witness deposed that M. Guerin’s sec 
retary told him the Anti-Semite league 
was' ready to march and that carts 
filled with arms and ammunition 
would follow the demonstrators. 

Ba.Iaeaa Portion Buffers. 

Bowling Green, Ohio, Nov. 28.—Near¬ 
ly half of the business portion of Wat¬ 
son, a town of 1,200 Inhabitants, was 
burned yesterday. Twelve buildings, 
occupied by about twenty business 
firms, were destroyed. Loss, $50,000.

The gentleiLC-w, who have 
discovered a process for converting tlie 
lignite coal into a grade of fuel that, at 
a recent test, gave better results than 
tbe best Eastern bituminous coal, are 
J. Moerseh. Sherman Wolff nnd Alex 
Menke. and they are in the western 
port of this state looking up coal lands, 
and an opportunity to purchase coal 
veins. They were at Bismarck, looking 
over the prospects here, and from Bis¬ 
marck they went to Dickinson, where 
there are immense deposits of lignite. 
They are also considering locations for 
the establishment of their converting 
plants, three of which will be put in 
operation in the lignite region. The es¬ 
tablishment of these plants will require 
$80,000 for each one, and the output of 
product will be correspondingly large. 
The matter is one that Is of vital In¬ 
terest to the state, and. indeed, of the 
whole Northwest, for, if the process 
proves successful lu creating a superior 
fuel for practical use, as it lias in the 
tests that have been made, the base of 
supply for fuel for the entire West will 
be transferred from the coal fields of 
the Eatft to those of North Dakota. 

The gentlemen who are Interested in 
the conversion of lignite have been at 
work for some time upon their experi¬ 
ments, which were tested at an experi¬ 
ment made at St. Paul recently. In the 
presence of officials of the Northern Pa¬ 
cific road, which is particularly inter¬ 
ested in the process. Tlie results ob¬ 
tained were highly satisfactory. The 
prepared fuel from the lignite gave bet¬ 
ter results than the best Eastern coal, 
and it is stated that the discoverers 
and owners of the process have a con¬ 
tingent contract with the road for up¬ 
wards of 100,000 tons of this fuel, if it 
sball prove up to the standard of that 
with which the test was made. The 
process is a crushing of the lignite, re¬ 
moval of the sulphur and other ele¬ 
ments aside from the carbon and the 
pressure of the residue into squares of 
about the size of tbe ordinary anthra¬ 
cite product. 

The cost of preparing the fuel Is so 
reasonable that it can be put upon the 
market at a price far below that de¬ 
manded for Eastern coal, and Insures 
a coal supplv for the West independent 
of the probabilities of lake traffic-, and 
at a lower price than must be paid for 
fuel transported from the East. 

If the plan proves successful, its im¬ 
portance to the state cannot be esti¬ 
mated now. There is no adequate con¬ 
ception of the vnstneBS of the lignite 
fields of the western part of the state. 
Thousands upon thousands of acres of 
land are underlaid with lignite in veins 
of from twelve to fifteen feet thick. 
The Bnil Lands, in the western part of 
the state, are one immense deposit of 
coalRunnlug the entire length of the 
Little Missouri river in its course 
through this region, there is a vein of 
coal of exceptional thickness and ex¬ 
tending back thousands of feet Into the 
clay hills and buttes. If this coal could 
be converted Into a fuel equal to the 
ordinary bituminous product, It would 
supply the demands of the entire West 
and Northwest for years. At present, 
lignite Is used by only a limited portion 
of the state. It is soft, and the ele¬ 
ments of matter other than carbon are 
so great that its cheapness Is its great¬ 
est recommendation to the consumer. 
But, converted Into the kind of fuel 
proposed, and which the owners of the 
process In question are confident of 
producing from it. North Dakota lig¬ 
nite fields would prove the source of 
supply for Western fuel. 

The Stechman Ca.e. 

Henry Stechman of Casselton has 
about concluded that the state enforce¬ 
ment league combination Is nn aveng¬ 
ing Nemesis. His hotel wns raided and 
bis arrest effected two or three weeks 
ago. Two trials in the district court 
for alleged infraction of the prohibi¬ 
tory liquor law, led to a disagreement 
and acquittal, respectively. Stechman 
returned to his home ajnd thought he 
would be permitted to pursue the even 
tenor of his way unmolested by the 
league spotters. The case lias now as¬ 
sumed another phase, and be Is made 
the defendant In an action to close his 
place by Injunction. This is purely a 
court matter, and the defendant begins 
to see his finish, as he fears Judge Pol¬ 
lock will grant the demands of the 
leaguers whom. Stechman claims, are 
persecuting him. 

Henry Demares, the convict and all 
around crook, has escaped again at 
Hope and Is at large. He Is undoubt¬ 
edly making his escape good this time. 

All attempts to settle the county seat 
fight in Emmons county seem to have 
proven unavailing, and the mnttcr will 
be decided at the special election Dec. 
16 . 

Helping the Russians. 

The sufferings of the famine-stricken 
Russians In their nntive land are being 
ameliorated to some degree by the for¬ 
mer subjects of the czar who have set¬ 
tled In this state. In certain section* 
Russians are very numerous. Their 
kinsfolk have written of the destitution 
on account of the failure of crops, and 
the cases are numerous where those 
who have prospered on North Dakota’s 
fertile prairies have sent money back

“Brave Bill Anthony.” Was on 

the Battleship Maine. 

New York, Nov. 26. - William An¬ 
thony. better known as ‘‘Brave BUI 
Antlionv,” died at the Presbyterian 
hospital yesterday, half nn hour after 
he hud swallowed n quantity of co¬ 
caine at one of the Central Park en- , 
trances. He wns the man who, on | 
1 15, 1S98, when the battleship 

Maine was blown up in Havana har¬ 
bor, reported to Capt. Slgsbee in the 
famous words: “Sir. I have the honor 
to report that the ship bas been blown 
up and is sinking.” . 

On Ills return to this country An- 
tliony was accorded receptions eveiT- 
where. He received many invitations 
from cities to be their guest. For 
months he traveled the country, being 
accorded the honors of a hero. When 
his leave of absence was ended An- 
thonv was promoted to be a sergeant 
of marines and wns detailed at the 
Brooklyn navy yard. In one of An¬ 
thony’s coat pockets was found a let¬ 
ter written to his aunt, which read that 
he was discouraged and disconsolate 
and wns goiug to end' it all. Among 
the articles found wns a picture of his 
one-month-old child, on the hack of 
which was written: "Bury this with 
me.” T Spnnish-Ameriean war medal, 
such as all the survivors of the battle¬ 
ship Maine received, was also found. 

RAIDED BY POLICE. 

Concern In New York That Had Been 
advertising Fabnlon. Dividend*. 

New York, Nov. 26. - William F. 
Miller, head of the Franklin Syndicate, 
which has accepted the deposit* of 
thousands of persons in Brooklyn un¬ 
der promises of paying dividends of lO 
per cent a week or 520 per cent per 
annum, and Cecil Leslie, his secretary, 
were indicted by the King’s county 
grand jury. Bench warrants were is¬ 
sued for the arrest of these two men, 
but up to quite a late hour last night 
neither had been found, the police say¬ 
ing they had disappeared In the after¬ 
noon. Last night the police raided the 
premises occupied by tbe Franklin 
syndicate on Floyd street. There was 
a grent crowd gathered around the 
building nnd the police surrounded It. 
Inspector Brennan arrested Louis 
Miller, brother of the head of the syn¬ 
dicate. and the cashier of the concern, 
and took possession of $15,000 in cash. 
There were forty employes engaged at 
work in the offices nnd these were al¬ 
lowed to go. The chief specification 
on which Miller was indicted was con¬ 
spiracy to defraud. Tlie district at¬ 
torney’s office has been at work on tbe 
case for some weeks, so prominent 
have become Miller’s operations in that 
time. 

KENTUCKY’S TRIAL TRIP. 

Big Battle-ship Prove. Highly Satis¬ 
factory. 

Boston. Nov. 26—Against tide, wind 
and with a heavy head sea for at least 
half her course the new battleship 
Kentucky made a record of 16.877 
knots an hour on her official speed 
trial over the government course from 
Cape Anne to Boone Island, and by her 
work she showed that she is a little 
faster than her sister ship, the Kear- 
sarge, which recently was sent over 
the same course. The trial showed her 
builders, the Newport News Shipbuild¬ 
ing and Dry Dock company, that she 
can justly be rated as a seventeen knot 
vessel, although her contract calls iw 
only sixteen knots. They expect that 
when the figures of the trial are re¬ 
vised and tidal allowances made it i 
will be found that she actually aver- V 
aged seventeen knots ou her run. 

TORTURED AND ROBBED. 

Aged Couple Treated In a Shameful 
Manner. 

Cumberland, Md., Nov. 26. — James 
Earle, eighty-five years old, and his 
wife, over eighty, were tortured and 
robbed at Glencoe by a gang of 
masked men. The old people were 
cruelly beaten and the soles of their 
feet were burned with torches before 
they would make known the hiding 
place of their money. The culprits ob¬ 
tained over $500. Both Earle and his 
wife are in a precarious condition, 
their ndvaueed age making recovery 
doubtful. Three years ago they were 
robbed and the thieves, who were nev¬ 
er detected, are believed to have been 
the same persons who committed yes¬ 
terday's crime. 

WOMEN RIOTING. -1

Wilkesbarre, Pa., Nov. 26.—The pol 
radlng and rioting of the wlveB ana 
other female relatives of the striking 
miners nt Xantlcoke was resumed 
there, hundreds of women marching 
the streets.

Tom, who can live but a short time, 
says the shooting was accidental. Jesse, 
has disappeared.

St. Louis, Nov. 26.—Col. J. H. Smith 
and Capt. Markham, of tbe English 
army, are in the city for mule* for use 
in tbe war against the Boers lu South 
Africa. In addition to tbe 8,000 mules 
already purchased the officers have or¬ 
ders to secure 2,000 more,
